Sugar Bill to 
Extend Rationing 
Scheduled Monday 


Washington, March 
20 —(/P) A 


bill extending sugar price and ra- 
tioning controls to next Oct. 31 and 
guaranteeing each home user three 
pounds a month will go before the 
House and Senate Monday. 


The bill, worked out by a con- 


ference committee which adjusted 
differences between 
House 
and 
Senate versions, 
turns the sugar 


controls over from the OPA to the 
secretary of agriculture.
